The Editor Responds: 


Marshmallow creme—also known as marshmallow fluff—is found in most 
groceries near the popcorn and/or sundae toppings, rarely ever near the 
actual marshmallows (go figure). Kraft makes one called Marshmallow 
Creme (a seven-ounce jar) and Durkee makes one called Marshmallow Fluff 
(seven-and-a-half ounces—bear this extra half-ounce in mind for the recipe 
we provided). The spiced pumpkin fudge we tested for the October issue 
worked just fine on three separate occasions, although I’d suggest preparing 
the creme/fluff ahead of time in a bowl as it can be a chore getting it out of 
the jar before the fudge “‘seizes”. | think the problem with your-batch is that 
you added corn syrup to marshmallows, which are made of corn syrup, hence 
the extra-soft consistency of your candy. | do encourage you to try the recipe 
again with the proper ingredients, as it was a big hit with all who tried it.

Courting equality

~ As the new millennium began in 2000, so too did a 
ers. journey towards real equality for Canada’s GLBT commu- 
S nity. Last month, the latest step along the route was at 
the Supreme Court in Ottawa, when the Attorney 


General of Canada and an unprecedented twenty- 
seven intervenors appeared before the justices as 
they heard arguments on the historical reference of 
the federal government’s equal marriage legislation. 
It was a long way from August 2!st, 2000, when 
Michael Hendricks and René Lebeouf commenced 
their legal challenge in the Quebec Superior Court 
for the right to marry . 


In this four-year time span, much has occurred in 
the Supreme Courts of Quebec, Ontario, British 
Columbia, Manitoba, Nova Scotia and the Yukon—all 
favourable rulings that our Constitution protects 
the rights of same-sex couples to be legally married. 
Now, the Supreme Court justices will have to answer 
the questions before them and give their wise replies to 
the Canadian government. These answers are expected to take anywhere from 
three to eighteen months to be formulated, so it’s hard to predict if Paul Martin’s 
minority government will be dealing with this issue, particularly given the time frame 
involved. However, we can predict that when this goes to a vote in the House of 
Commons, it will be a very contentious issue. 


Fortunately, the majority of the intervenors were for same-sex marriages and, not 
surprisingly, the ten against the new marriage act were mostly religious groups and 
associations. It should be noted that the Attorney General of Alberta was the only 
provincial government intervenor arguing against same-sex marriages. Given this 
fact, members of the community and Alberta will likely have to deal with Ralph 
Klein’s use of the “notwithstanding” clause, so it is important to make your opinion 
known in the upcoming provincial election. 


The two days of hearings provided an insight into what will occur if this legisla- 
tion makes it all the way to a parliamentary vote. For example, the Seventh Day 
Adventists, represented by a Mr. Bussey, expressed their view that religious believers 
should be able to refuse to serve GLBT customers! Perhaps they would like us all 
to be branded with a triangle on our foreheads so they know who to segregate and 
refuse. The representative for Senator Cools and MP Roger Galloway argued that 
equal marriage requires a constitutional amendment—a very complicated 
process—and sounded much like he had been briefed by President Bush’s advisers. 
Speaking of the states, Focus on the Family, a U.S.-based organization, has also begun 
a.1.5 million dollar ad campaign against equal marriage to boot. 


On a more positive note, the Metropolitan Community Church of Toronto 
pointed out that it is no longer legitimate for government to enforce majoritarian 
religious beliefs on all Canadians. As you can imagine, these two full days worth of 
arguments revealed much about the challenges that still lie ahead for us all. 


In the midst of this great debate, the state of New York made a surprise announce- 
ment that it will recognize Canadian same-sex marriages and treat them as equal to 
any others for the purpose of retirement benefits and obligations. Now, residents 
of New York State have a very good reason to head to Ontario for their weddings. 
Look out Niagara Falls: gay weddings and honeymoons are about to flood your 
community! 


Now is the time for action, to ensure that equality rules; contact your MP by e- 
mail, letter or telephone to express your views before any vote in the House of

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Priape: making it grow for 
30 years

It’s 5:30 p.m. on your average Thursday evening in Toronto. While moms are hopping on 
the Go Train to hit the supermarket and feed their kids instant rice, I’m in Priape— where a 
businessman is picking up a bottle of Z-Best “leather cleaner” and a pair of diesel-dykes 
peruses the dildos. Welcome to Canada’s general store of gayness. It began as a sex shop, but 
like everything gay, the sex is part of the community and there’s no stigma around it: no 
blacked-out windows or sleazy clerks—the place actually feels quite jovial and the staff bop 
along to dance music while they ring up sales. And, at least in Toronto, this is Scene 
Central—where you buy tickets for the happening-est parties and pick up the local rags and 
fliers. Whether you need to gussy up for a circuit party, dungeon party or martini party, you'll 
find your outfit here, because the selection ranges from skanky daisy dukes to full leather 
regalia. 


On November ||, Priape celebrates their thirtieth anniversary. Launched in Montréal, 
Priape now has three stores, the newest being in Calgary. Priape President Bernard Rousseau 
took some time one evening to tall about the company’s history and what the future holds. 


Outlooks: Tell me about 'Priape; when you first opened, what did you sell? 


Rousseau: A lot less back then. But at the same time, we weren't exclusively gay. We had 
stuff for both men and women, straight or gay. There was lingerie, sex magazines and 
stories...and always a gay section, since all three of us who started it were gay. 


Outlooks: How discrete was the gay section? 


Rousseau: | wouldn't say it was discrete, just very small. We had a minimum amount of 
stock because of lack of money. But as it sold, we bought more stock. This was long before 
videos...we had mainly magazines and stories. 


Outlooks: You've moved around in Montréal... 


Rousseau: Yes, the first location was on Maisonneuve, but it was only open one winter—it 
was freezing! Then we found a location on St Catherine Street and moved there in the spring 
of ’75. It was perfect. We started getting very successful very quickly. Then, in September, 
there was a fire. 


Outlooks: Of that same year? 


Rousseau: Same year. That was awful, of course. Three of us were there. Robert 
Duchaine, the founder of the store, along with Claude Leblanc. | was just helping out as 
Robert’s lover. My God, it was terrible. We had no money...very little insurance. But then 
we got money from our relatives and also some financing... at huge interest rates of course. 
We finally reopened on December 8. After we re-opened things went well again. We started 
selling porn under the table—it was still illegal back then. We were always playing hide and 
seek with Montréal’s morality police. In 1976,1 quit my full-time job and became Priape’s first 
employee. And in 1979,| became a partner—that’s when we really started pursuing the gay 
market. We got rid of the lingerie and printed posters advertising us as the “gay sex shop” for 
the first time. 


Outlooks: How comfortable was the gay scene back then? 


Rousseau: Many people came in wearing sunglasses and trench coats. A lot of customers 
were in the closet. They'd tell me they were afraid to come to the store because it was “‘gay 
only”. 


Outlooks: Did you ever have any attacks or vandalism? 


Rousseau: Only when we went too far with the window displays. They'd spit on it. We 
featured a nurse in drag giving an enema, but it was an enema promotion. And we had Santa 
Claus with his ass hanging out once. People really didn’t like that either. Overall, though, in 
East Montréal we never had any problems with the neighbourhood. It was amazing. There 
was a lot of immediate acceptance. 


Outlooks: Except for the windows. But no major hate crimes? 
Rousseau: No. 
Outlooks: Did you ever think you were going to shut down? 


Rousseau: The fire that first year really devastated us. We didn’t think we were going to 
reopen. But we hired some good staff over the years, like Nelson, a guy from Alberta who 
loved the French culture so he moved to Quebec. He really helped Priape move forward and 
became a manager. He became my best friend, too. 


Outlooks: So, what came next? 


Rousseau: We used to import leather and stuff up from New York. | remember coming 
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across the border with garbage bags 
full of Levi's 501s. Not from Levis’ 
directly, because they wouldn’t sell 
to us, but from a boutique we'd 
made special arrangements with. 
We were actually the first store in 
Montréal to sell Levi’s...it sounds so 
silly now. So, we decided to open 
our own leather shop in 1979-1980. 
Because of the exchange rates, we 
were able to offer some great prices 
to our customers. Also in 1980, 
although not with Priape, | helped 
produce Montréal’s first gay cinema 
week with three other friends. This 
led to Cinema de Village in 1984. It 
was supposed to be movies for an 
over-eighteen audience, but when we realized a few theatres in Montréal were showing 
straight porn we figured: why not gay porn? So, we went back to New York and found our 
first 16mm gay porn to show. Montréal’s gay village actually developed around Cinema de 
Village. Every time another merchant opened, their name ended in “de Village”. The press 
began writing headlines about gays flocking to the East Side. And that’s how the village started.

Outlooks:VVhat happened to the Cinema? 


Rousseau: That went well for ten years; the community flourished around it but with the 
advent of VCRs and DVDs it didn’t seem feasible to do it anymore. Although, as the area flour- 
ished, we bought a building to create a gay commercial centre for ourselves in 1986. That 
burned down as well! [Laughs] Two fires! That's when we started having problems and 
infighting with the partners. When | saw another place for rent,! grabbed it again and we've 
been here since 1987. 


Outlooks: What's next for Bernard? Any plans to retire? 


Rousseau: [Laughs] | wish | could but it’s so busy and there’s so much to do. It’s not easy, 
but I’ve started taking longer vacations—a month at a time now. After thirty years, | think I’m 
able to do that. 


Outlooks: Whatever happened to Robert and Claude? 


Rousseau: Claude was bought out in 1993...it’s a long story. Robert died two years ago 
of AIDS. 


Outlooks: I’m sorry to hear that. 


Rousseau: We lost a lot of employees to AIDS over the years. Probably twenty...at least 
twenty staff members. 


Outlooks:Were you still lovers? 
Rousseau: Not any more. Just friends. 
Outlooks:When did your Toronto and Calgary stores open?

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Volunteers speak volumes

Thirty years ago, when most GLBT people still lived in the closet, gay and lesbian issues 
weren't on mass media radar screens and few public libraries even had books dealing with 
gay or lesbian themes. Longtime Winnipeg GLBT community activist Chris Vogel says not 
only were there no TV programs focused on the community’s issues, but there were 
precious few books published on the subject, either, and public libraries weren’t too inter- 
ested in the subject. Enter the Rainbow Resource Centre library, housed in the gay and 
lesbian services centre on Winnipeg’s Osborne Street. It started its own library in the fall 
of 1973 and is one of the few queer lending libraries on the continent. 


“Back then we needed a very short shelf because there really wasn’t a lot being 
published,” recalls Vogel. “Today there has been an explosion of books and magazines 
published for the gay, lesbian and transgendered communities. Only about half of our 
books are on display and the collection keeps growing.” 


Not only has the library played a key role in informing and educating the GLBT commu- 
nity, it has become an important resource for many of their supporters in the “straight” 
world, including school teachers who have sent their charges in search of information for 
essays and projects on homosexuality. 


Vogel says there used to be a similar library in Saskatoon, but all its books were donated 
to the University of Saskatchewan, which has a very healthy GLBT collection. He isn’t 
aware of any other GLBT lending library on the prairies, though he says some community 
centres and clinics serving the community may have their own reference libraries. 


Membership in the Winnipeg library costs $15 for adults, with a fee of $10 for students 
and those with low incomes. Books can be borrowed for three weeks and there is also a 
small collection of videos for loan. There is no specific budget for new acquisitions, but 
last year the centre was able to spend $2,000 on new books, including ones aimed at gays 
and lesbians with children or those about to adopt children. 


One book, Love Makes A Family, tells the story of the daily lives of queer and transgen- 
: dered parents as they raise their children. The 
book grew originally from a photographic collec- 
tion that toured the U.S. and Europe and it 
# contains photographs as well as text. It is a very 
positive resource for affirming and understanding 
different family models. 


Another important volume designed to counter 
the ravings of ultra-conservatives who say the 
_ GLBT community cannot be adequate parents is 
an essay collection: Out Of The Ordinary: Essays On 
) Growing Up With Gay, Lesbian And Transgendered 
Parents. 


Some of the funding for new acquisitions has 
come from gay positive outside groups such 
as the Fort Rouge Family Forward Coalition.

Resource Centre’s library There are also children’s books, which deal 


with issues pertaining to having gay or lesbian 
parents. Kim Allen, coordinator of the centre, says two men who were recently approved 
to adopt a child were thrilled to find that there are books helping them with parenting 
issues, as well as books written specifically to help young children understand the situation. 


Allen says many of the books have been donated. Tax receipts can be issued to people 
giving books to the library and donations or bequests of money can be earmarked specif- 
ically for library purposes. Even shelving for the collections has been donated by various 
community groups. 


“As our community changes, we try to respond by getting books that deal with some 
of the newer issues, such as gay marriage,” she says. “We have an excellent section for gay 
men, one for lesbians and lots of good material for transgendered readers.” 


The library also has a solid GLBT fiction component, as well as books on health, 
psychology, counselling and emotional support for gays and lesbians. There are also books 
on seniors’ issues, aimed at an ageing gay and lesbian population. Biographies and autobi- 
ographies also have a place—Boy George’s autobiography is one example. 


Besides books, the library has a collection of magazines, including Outlooks, Perceptions, 
Xtra! and the local publication, Swerve. It also subscribes to the academic quarterly Journal 
of Homosexuality and is the only place in the city, other than St. John’s College at the 
University of Manitoba, where it can be found. 
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Lindsay Butt has been the volunteer library coordinator for the past four years and once 
spent eleven years working in a library setting. He says the library now has over 3,000 
volumes. Sections include general non-fiction, lesbian non-fiction, gay fiction, lesbian fiction 
and non-fiction, youth and books for children. 


“You could call it a very eclectic collection,’ Butt says. “We could use more donations 
in some areas, such as men’s health and health in general. We also need more books aimed 
at youth, since the books we have—around fifty—are well used and becoming dog-eared.” 


Butt says the Prime Timers group at one time donated a new book each time one of its 
members passed on, with the library adding a nameplate to honour the departed member. 


“We have a lot of periodicals but could use more,” says longtime centre member Chris 
Vogel. “If people are doing serious research we keep an encyclopedia of homosexuality 
and can usually point them in the right direction. We also have access to the Internet at 
the centre, so they can follow up with a Web search as well.” 


He says they went through “almost a fad” in the 1990s when society was becoming 
more aware of gay issues and many high school teachers would assign projects on the 
subject to their class. “Often we had students showing up at the last minute when their 
assignment was due and we were able to help them,” Vogel says. “The teacher would 
provide a letter of authorization for the project, but we sometimes had trouble getting 
books back, so now we phone them and the teachers won't give them a mark until all 
books have been returned.” 


He says the library has had a relatively trouble-free history, though a few years ago one 
gay man caused a media stink when he objected to them carrying a book called Teardrops 
On My Drum, an autobiography in two volumes. 


“In volume one the English author described an incident when he was around age eleven 
and he had sex with a gay policeman,” he recalls. “This complainant thought the author 
ought to have condemned the incident more than he did and so he wanted us to ban the 
book, but we didn’t. Later he objected to some of our poetry books, but eventually he 
shut up and went away.’ W

Title: Flight of Aquavit 
Author: Anthony Bidulka 
From: Insomniac Press 
Release Date: 2004 


You’ve gotta hand it to Anthony Bidulka: 
the man is dedicated. Near the close of my 
review of his debut novel—the first in a 
then-proposed series—I asked the 
question “Now, how are things coming on 
book two, Mr. Bidulka?” That was June 
2003, and in September 2004 he released 
the second installment in his Russell 
Quant mystery series, Flight of Aquavit.

Bidulka’s first novel, the aptly titled 
Amuse Bouche, was clearly just a small 
sampling of the author’s greater talents, 
ones finely showcased (and clearly more 
developed) in this latest offering. In Flight 
of Aquavit, the reader is reunited with 
Bidulka’s signature character, Russell 
Quant, a thirty-something gay private eye 
based refreshingly in, of all places, 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. This time 
around, Quant is hired by a prominent 
closet-case accountant who is being black- 
mailed by a former trick—or so it seems. 
The case takes Bidulka’s protagonist from 
the bright lights, not-so-big city of 
Saskatoon to the megawatt brilliance of 
New York and back again, in search of an 
elusive character self-christened 
“Loverboy”. Over the course of the tale, 
Bidulka treats the reader to enough red 
herrings with which to open a fishmarket 
and more than one writer’s fair share of 
keen observations and appealing bons 
mots. 


Having not previously been a fan of 
series work, in reading this follow-up 
novel | was surprised at how “comforting” 
it was to be reunited with familiar charac- 
ters—almost like returning to school after 
summer break. Bidulka’s standbys—the 
close friends and business associates of 
Russell Quant—are back once again, and 
stronger than ever in terms of character 
development. New characters, quite a few 
this time out, are added liberally but in 
sensible portions, and I’m pleased to see

OUNT on our January issue!!! 
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that the “cast of thousands” | remarked on 
in my last review has been brought under 
control, to the benefit of both writer and 
reader. The addition of Quant’s very 
Ukrainian mother is a particularly nice 
touch, as it affords Bidulka greater latitude 
for exposition on his protagonist’s 
background without having to resort to 
the tiresome and formulaic means often 
employed for such purposes in the genre. 
While it’s true that the use of a first- 
person protagonist can alleviate this to 
some degree (as is the case with Bidulka’s 
Quant) that convention can also come 
across as overly “scripted” in the wrong 
hands. I’m pleased to report, however, 
that this author’s hands are not only 
“right”, they are also deft and more than 
capable of pushing a story from point A to 
point Z. Bidulka’s writing style is light and 
breezy, and there's a playfulness to it not 
generally found in crime fiction. This may 
well have something to do with the “scent 
of lavender” about the main character, but 
| think it’s more likely just the author’s way 
with words. | also love that Bidulka is 
confident enough as a writer to not only 
have his character think “Nuh-uh”, but to 
also leave it out on its own as a single- 
phrase paragraph. It’s these little things 
that make the work intimate, fun and, 
above all, real. 


As | mentioned in my previous review, 
the Quant series’ regionality is a big selling 
feature. In both novels, even though 
Bidulka’s main character heads off to

points more exotic than Saskatoon, they 
are never treated as more worthy, just 
different. Having visited the city on several 
occasions, | found myself drawn in by the 
mention of landmarks both familiar and 
not-so, and Bidulka’s fondness for his 
hometown is evident throughout. With a 
two-novel precedent set, | think it would 
be unwise for Bidulka to move his prairie 
Poirot from such comfortable 
haunts—although given the history of 
both character and writer this seems 
reassuringly unlikely. 


If there is one issue | might take with 
Flight of Aquavit it’s that it seems to wind 
up rather abruptly, and in an almost-too- 
convenient fashion. After reading a tale 
rich in character and plot, Bidulka seems 
almost to cut the action short—not to the 
detriment of the book, mind you, but | 
found it a little jarring, particularly given 
the number of possible suspects who had 
not been exhausted by the time the 
denouement came. This is, however, a 
relatively small matter in the grand 
scheme of things, because Flight of Aquavit 
delivers on many other levels nonetheless. 
It is clear that both series and writer are 
developing in a very encouraging direction 
and I’m sure there’s more to come from 
both Anthony Bidulka and Russell Quant.

The athletic moves of cheerleading tend to evoke two images: on one hand, the shapely 
teenaged bounce of yesteryear; on the other, the daredevil stunts of the film Bring It On. 
The latter is practically a training video for today’s generation and, with the more recent 
release of Bring It On Again, it’s safe to say that the days of the classic pom-pom girl are 
now—well... 


gimme an ‘O’ and a‘V’ and an‘E’ and an'R’. 

All this said, the enthusiasm behind 
cheerleading rests—or perhaps 
leaps—eternal. For obvious reasons, 
it’s also ideal ground for a queer 
following, and if any team can “bring it 
on” these days, it’s Canada’s only 
queer-friendly cheerleaders, Pride 
Squad Edmonton. 


“The goal is to promote pride and 
equality through sport,’ says co- 
captain Lonny-Jay Renard. “There are 
not a lot of sport teams out there 
| dedicated to that. | find that whole 
cliché of gay cheerleaders false—it’s a 
sport that everyone can get involved in, and 
you meet people from all over.”

Renard recently co-founded Pride Squad Edmonton—PSE for short—with his friend 
Mike Derrada after seeing the rise and fall of a similar squad from Vancouver. Rustling up 
seven members from all walks of life, the team kicked up its heels (literally) in 2003, 
sporting Edmonton’s athletic colours of green and gold after some ambitious preparation. 


It wasn’t long before PSE increased in size and rose to new heights, raising enough 
funds to cheer in Pride parades in Alberta, B.C. and San Francisco while regularly assisting 
local community groups. In 2003, they even caught the Edmonton Mayor’s Award for ‘Best 
Walking Group’, in the city’s first officially proclaimed Pride parade. 


“We kind of hog-tied people to help out at first,’ laughs Renard (known by many by 
his drag fundraising name, ‘Charity Case’). “The last year was quite a big one, going to San 
Francisco. And we got so much out of it—there were pet names for the teams we've 
now adopted: Tranny, Tranny-In- Training and Tranny Wannabe.” 


All joking aside, PSE found widespread inspiration in the U.S., cheering right behind a 
San Fran squad five times its size and carrying the only Canadian flag out of North 
America’s other community-based Pride cheer squads. All of the teams have united to 
form the Pride Cheerleading Association, and in due time, Renard hopes to see more 
Canadian squads emerge, stressing the importance of its spirit. 


“We advertise ourselves as a cheer-for-life team,’ Renard comments, “with personali- 
ties that vary from really dedicated organizers to the frivolous. We're not out there to 
say ‘Hey, we're gay’, but to promote sport and fun.” 


This year, Renard is assisted by co-captain Kate McDonnell in putting everything 
together, including fundraisers and sponsorships through PSE’s “Adopt-A-Cheerleader” 
Program, where businesses can make a taxable pledge to a cheerleader to help them with 
practice time, uniforms and a visit to 
Montréal’s 2006 OutGames. As Renard 
mentions, the split between OutGames and 
the Gay Games has already had some impact: 


“We were excited about the [2006 Gay] 
Games being in Montréal, so it was a little 
disappointing to hear about two events, since 
other [cheerleading] teams in the U.S. are 
going to Chicago. But were still excited 
about Montréal, and depending on the timing 
and if we can work extra hard, we might be 
able to attend both.”

PSE’s organizational efforts already keep it 
active year ’round, with an “external” team 
that works behind the scenes and an 
“internal” squad that practices weekly. While 
volunteers coordinate everything from U of cage) Cite 
A campus events to cross-exchanges with 
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Edmonton’s Pride Society, the cheerleaders are busy 
lifting and tumbling in stunts like the ‘Pyramid’, the ‘Back 
Pack’ and their signature, ‘Basket Tosses’. It’s all super- 
vised by team coach Suzanne Hunka and choreographer 
Nathan Dickerson. “Everyone who wants to be there 
wants to learn,” says Hunka, “and nobody has to worry 
about starting from perfection, since progression is the 
main motto.” 


Hunka, who worked with junior high cheerleaders for 
close to a decade, joined PSE last year and is excited to 
begin coaching, particularly given PSE’s support for the 
community. As she and Renard agree, cheerleading’s 
shift towards acrobatics over the years has a lot to do 
with today’s athletic and entertainment demands. “| 
think it started while gymnastics evolved,” says Hunka, 
“with American limits pushing harder and 
harder—the same way gymnastics itself evolved from 
the horse.”

Combining acrobatics, dance moves, gymnastics and pom routines, the squad’s work 
culminates in results for both on-site events and more mobile marches like the annual 
HIV/AIDS Walk, when the team carries ‘Spirit Buckets’ to raise dollars. To meet PSE’s 
demands, Renard emphasizes that the group is open to all kinds of volunteers. Aerobics, 
gymnastics or cheerleading experience is an asset at try-outs, but the group also needs 
administrative support to keep things “base-tumbling.” 


With at least four fundraisers planned for this season, there seems to be enough cheer 
to go around, and on the spot, only one comes to mind for Renard: “Hey, hey you know, 


let’s make some noise! Green and gold are number one! 
Who ever said cheers were grammatically correct?

LATTER DAYS 


It might sound like I’m joking, but | think 
the romantic comedy Latter Days is the 
closest thing to a gay “chick flick” | have ever 
seen. And | don’t mean that in a derogatory 
way. Much like the pumpkin fudge that was 
kitchen-tested for last month’s issue of 
Outlooks, Latter Days is nutty, a wee bit too 
sweet (occasionally a fine trait in both candy 
and movies) and pretty much irresistible. 
After strolling through rack after rack of films 
that wore their angst as noticeably as the 
gay/lesbian stickers on their covers, | settled 
on what | thought would be appropriately

light fare for a cool fall night. In that regard, 
my choice was a good one, as Latter Days 
never descends into maudlin hand-wringing 
no matter how bleak the circumstances. 


It’s the story of Christian, a naughty gay 
party boy,and Aaron “Elder” Davis,a Mormon 
missionary who comes to live in his West 
Hollywood apartment complex, which is 
essentially a kind of “Melrose Place Lite”. 
Christian, a carnal creature who has notched 
his bedpost so many times it’s a wonder he 
hasn’t sawed right through it, takes an interest 
in Davis and his group, initially mistaking them 
for a crew of frat boys. When he discovers 
that the foursome across the way are 
missionaries, Christian bets his co-workers 
that he can lead one astray—with proof—for 
the princely sum of fifty dollars. Trouble is, 
over the course of his maneuvers, Christian 
begins to have feelings for Davis, feelings that 
are mutual despite the prohibitions of the 
young Mormon'’s faith. What follows is alter- 
nately harrowing and heartwarming, a journey 
that ultimately proves to be worth making for 
both the characters and the viewer. 


As an “alternative cinema” picture, Latter 
Days succeeds chiefly on quality: it features an 
MTV-generation energy but still maintains 
focus throughout; sleeker than an indie but 
without the visual insincerity of a studio 
picture. Writer-director C. Jay Cox employs 
a bright storybook palette to keep the mood 
upbeat and engaging, and contrasts the 
cartoon-hued settings of LA. with the dull, 
monochromatic Mormon world to great, yet 


subtle, effect. 


Latter Days also boasts some genuinely 
funny lines and features dialogue that’s both 
snappy and believable—a rarity in these days 
of Gilmore Girls and a post-Sorkin West Wing. 
This is not to say that the film is perfection 
itself, but one can forgive the odd melodra- 
matic moment and stretch of credibility as 
they occur in the context of the story. For 
example, Christian and Davis’ first encounter 
is more than just a bit glib, but the underlying 
awkwardness takes enough gloss off its 
surface to make it work Likewise, their 
discussion of sexuality in a Salt Lake City 
motel room tends to be a bit overwrought 
but it delivers the goods nonetheless, moving 
both the story and the characters forward at 
an appropriate speed. In both cases, it is the 
admirable work of the film’s two lead actors 
that saves Latter Days from straying towards 
self-indulgence. 


Overall, performances throughout the film 
are easy and quite believable, particularly in 
the case of newcomer Steve Sandvoss, who 
makes his debut in the film as Elder Davis. 
Wes Ramsey is equally enjoyable, bringing a 
subtle depth to his hedonistic Christian even 
in pre-revelation party mode. The always- 
excellent Mary Kay Place is outstanding in her 
supporting role as Aaron’s conflicted mother, 
Sister Davis, bringing a note of sympathy to 
what could easily be played as a completely 
unsympathetic character. The rest of the 
cast—including Joseph Gordon-Levitt (of 3rd 
Rock fame) and Buffys Amber Benson—is

uniformly strong, with the possible exception 
of Jacqueline Bisset. 


Though she “manages” quite nicely in her 
role as an Auntie Mame-ish restaurateur, 
Bisset seems always to rely on the idea that 
having a genuine English accent in Hollywood 
automatically qualifies one as a great actor. 
Latter Days, and a host of other films, proves 
that this just isn’t the case. I’m not saying that 
J.B. is a terrible actor, it’s just that | think 
chances are slim she'll hear “Paging Dame 
Bisset, Dame Jacqueline Bisset” over the p.a. 
system of a Four Seasons hotel anytime soon. 
‘Nuff said? 


Though | hate making such comparisons, 
Latter Days reminded me a lot of Greg 
Berlanti’s The Broken Hearts Club with its 
unassuming combination of humour and 
warmth. | love the fact that the unlikely 
romantic pairing is just likely enough to work, 
and that C. Jay Cox and his cast seems to take 
great pleasure in convincing us of this. With a 
critical eye | can say that the ending is corny 
and treacle-sweet, but with a human heart | 
can also say that it was exactly what | wanted 
to see at the end of this particular tale.
